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Continued Prosecution Application 

The request filed on April 23, 2003 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 
37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/248,738 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ofek et al. (US 
6,385,198. 

1. Ofek et al. (US 6,385,198) discloses a method for computing a transmission time for a 
packet from a first node (Figure 1, items 10 or 105; Figure 12) according to the identification of 
the node and an indication of the network age to the start of the current frame (Figures 13, 14 A, 
14B and 15B; col. 3, lines 42-55; Figures 3-4). The packet comprises a network control packet 
with advertises a schedule for data transmission (Figure 16, steps 111-3 and 111-4) and includes 
an acknowledgement (111-6 and 1 1 1-8).
